ABOUT FLAGS. 

The design for the first national 
flag is generally accredited, says 
E.A. Clarke, writing to the “Educa¬ 
tional Journal,” to Gen. Washing¬ 
ton and Col. Ross of the American 
army. The drawings were taken 
to Mrs. Betsey Ross who carried 
on a small upholstering business 
in Philadelphia, with a request 
that she make a flag after their de¬ 
sign. She readily undertook the 
work, offering, it is said, one criti¬ 
cism, which was that the stars 
should consist of only five points 
•Instead of six, as shown in the 
drawing. The required change 
was made and the work left in her 
charge. 

Those were not the days of sew¬ 
ing machines and the rapid stitch¬ 
ing of yards of seams, but the long 
stripes were slowly and carefully 
stitched, by the lady’s own fingers, 
doubtless with a constant and 
hearty wish that victory might 
hover in its bright folds wherever 
they were borne by the valiant 
countrymen. Her horse, with its 
little front shop, is still standing, 
and the very window panes 
through which she watched the 
coming and going of the “Father 
of bis country” are still preserved. 

Congress, then in session in Phil¬ 
adelphia, Juno 14, 1777, decided 
upon a national flag, by a resolu¬ 
tion, as follows: “Resolved, 

That the flag of the TJnited States 
he represented by thirteen stripes, 
alternately red and white- That 
the union be represented by thir¬ 
teen stars, white in a blue fiela, 
representing a new constellation;” 

The colors found in the flag are 
emblematical; the red of defiance' 
the white of purity, the blue of 
justice. 

The newly-adopted flag was first 
unfurled September 11,1777, at the 
battle of Brandywine, and soon 
afterward waved triumphantly 
over the surrender of Burgoyne, 
at Saratoga, October 17,1777. 

The first ship to sail under its 
colors was the “Ranger,” command¬ 
ed by John Paul Jones, of subse¬ 
quent naval fame, bound for a 
French port,' the guns of which 
fired the first salute ever offered 
the American flag by a foreign na¬ 
tion. 

Our flag has been, called by vari¬ 
ous names, in song and story, as: 
“Star-spangled Banner,” “Flag of 
the Free,” “Banner of Liberty,” 
“The Starry Flag,” “Stripes and 
Stars,” “Old Glory,”' etc. Bufc by 
whatever name 5 b may be called, 
the true American feels an enthu¬ 
siastic sentiment of patriotism 
stirring in his heart, whenever its 
stripes and stars are unfolded to 
his sight. ■ 

Previous to the adoption of the 
stripes and stars as our national 
emblem, while each colony had its 
own flag, several attemtps were 
made to arrange one which might 
serve the purpose of all. One of 
these consisted of thirteen alter¬ 
nate stripes of red and white, with 
a rattlesnake uncoiled diagonally 
upon it, the warning, “Don’t tread 
on me,” being suggestive of the 
ruling sentiment of the times. 

There are various flags in com¬ 
mon use of interest to all. Among 
them the flag of truce bears an im¬ 
portant parfc. It is a white flag, 
which is displayed to an enemy to 
show a desire for consultation, 
and which protects the bearer 
from the enemy’s fire when ap¬ 
proaching their lines. . After a 
battle, when both armies wish to 
send parties to the .field to bury 
their dead and carry off the 
wounded, they go with safety un¬ 
der the flag of truce, as it is never 
fired upon in honorabie* war fare. 

A black flag is a piratical^, em¬ 
blem and means “no quarter,” or, 
in other words, death to all who 
are captured by the ship over 
which it floats. We can well im¬ 
agine the dismay it must have 
carried to the hearts of those 
whose misfortune it yvas to see its 
dismal-folds displayed at the mast¬ 
head of an approaching vessel. 

A yellow flag floating over a 
building, or from the mast of a 
ship, shows that some contagious 
disease, is prevailing there! 

The expression, “dipping a flag,” 
means lowering it slightly and 
raising it again as a salute to the 
vessel or fort. 

If the President of the United 
States makes a sea voyage, the flag 
is carried at the bow of his barge, 
or at the masthead of the ship he 
is on, which is then called a flag¬ 
ship The same is true of the ship 
commanded by a commodore of 
the United States Havy. 

“The flag of , Fort McHenry,” 
whose Abroad stripes and bright 
Stars” Inspired Francis Key to 
write our national song, “The Star- 
spangled Banner,” still exists in 
a tolerable state of preservation, 


and is in the possession or Mr. 
Eben Appleton, of Yonkers, H. Y., 
a grandson of Col. Armistead, the 
gallant defender of Fort McHenry. 
The stripes are two feet wide, and 
the stars are two feet from point 
to point. The flag is thirty feet 
wide and was originally forty feel- 
long, without doubt; hut in" its s 
present curtailed dimensions is ■ 
only thirty-two feet long.—Young ' 
Peoples Weekly.

SWEEP THE RUBBISH FROM EVERY 
STREET AND YARD. 

Householders Should Work Together For 

mutual Benefit—How They Bid It In a 

Chicago Suburb—Women Form a Flan 

to Improve the VUlage. 

It is now the custom in some of the 
more progressive towns in the country 
to set apart a certain day when the res¬ 
idents shall join forces for a general 
cleaning np. Not only do the streets 
and alleys feel the good effects of hoes 
and rakes properly applied, but the door 
yards and back yards are not neglected. 
The village of Austin, a suburb of Chi¬ 
cago, was recently the scene of such a 
oleansing, and it all grew out of the de¬ 
sire of the ladies to make the village 
even as others of smaller pretensions 
are. They had seen many a town not 
possessing a woman’s club, having few 
of the attributes of vicinity to a large 
city and utterly devoid of society, mnoh 
superior in the matter of cleanliness. 
They had traveled much and had visited 
towns where the fretful paper was not 
scattered broadcast in the streets to 
later destroy the beauty of some lawn. 
They had seen premises well kept and 
free of rubbish, and they decided that 
their own Austin must not delay. It 
must get into the procession and clean 
np. 

There is a branch of the Federation 
of Women’s Clubs out in Austin. This 
branch, like all similar limbs of that 
great organization, has a committee on 
civics aud sociology. That committee 
has a chairwoman. That chairwoman is 
the originator of cleaning day in Austin. 

Several weeks ago this committee 
met and discussed the snbject of clean¬ 
ing the ’premises of the residents and 
the advisability of the town taking ac¬ 
tion to fix np the streets and keep them 
in good order. Then the plan of having 
the town board set apart a day for the 
general overhauling of the town was 
broached and met with great success. A 
petition was prepared asking the board 
to set aside a day for the proposed work 
and a committee appointed to circulate 
it. Nearly all the householders affixed 
their signatures, and in due time the 
petition was presented to the board. 
The board was deeply impressed with 
the idea, and one member even went so 
far as to return thanks for the sugges¬ 
tion. Thereupon the board promptly 
passed a resolution setting apart May 15 
as “cleaning day.” 

The resolution passed by the town 
board does not make it obligatory on a 
single citizen of Austin to get out and' 
hustle on that day. In fact, it does not 
require any citizen to hustle on aDy 
day. It merely sets apart May 3 5 as a 
suitable season for village houseclean- 
ing and lets it go at that. If a house¬ 
holder does not want to clean np on 
May 16, he does not have to. That is,’ 
he does not as far as the board is con¬ 
cerned. If he does and will pile the 
rubbish np in attractive aud symmetric¬ 
al piles in the alley or in front, these 
piles will be removed by the board, and 
that is the extent of the board’s action. 

But let him not construe the law 
thus, or he is forever an outcast. So¬ 
ciety in Austin has decreed that clean 
dooryards and back yards must be the 
rule on and after May 15 or the offend¬ 
ers will be “out.of our set.” 

Hence it is that the visitor to Austin 
is no longer confronted with dirty and 
unkempt streets and lawns that may or 
may not be free from rubbish, as the 
fancy of each owner formerly dictated, 
hut instead sees naught but the evi¬ 
dences of the hoe and the rake and the 
harrow, and where ouce were dirt aud 
neglect are now beauty and cleanliness 


SCHOOL SANITATION. 

False Economy to Try to Save Honey 
In This Important Hatter. 

Omaha has recently experienced con¬ 
siderable sickness in one or more of its 
public schools as a result of putting in 
operation a system of sanitation that 
had little to recommend save a reduced 
first cost. The Omaha World-Herald in 
referring to the matter says: ■ 

The trouble experienced with the dry 
closets at the Lothrop school is the legi¬ 
timate result of experimenting with 
newfangled systems of ventilation and 
drainage that promised a temporary 
saving of expense. The dry closet system 
promised a saving in first cost, and this 
was the main reason why it was intro 
duced. It was never maintained that it 
was cheaper to operate it, or if it was 
claimed any one who took the trouble 
to investigate it thoroughly would have 
been convinced that the claim was not 
well founded. 

The sickness among the pupils attend¬ 
ing the Lothrop school is directly trace¬ 
able to the dry closet system in nse 
there. The furnaces will not cremate 
the offal unless heated to a high degree, 
and when this is done the stench in¬ 
creases. The result is that the poisonous 
gases permeate the building, and while 
they may not be detected at-once sooner 
of later they make their presence felt 
and the pupils begin to suffer in health. 
The gas generated by these dry closets 
is highly injurious, and as yet no way 
of preventing its generation has heen 
discovered. 

The health of the children is to be 
considered before questions of economy, 
and the board of education should act 
at once in the Lothrop school matter. 
The dry closet system has proved a fail¬ 
ure, and the question now to be consid¬ 
ered is how to best care for the health 
of the pupils attending the Lothrop 
school. There is no question about it 
being an imperative duty to do away 
with the present system of dry closets. 
They are death traps. The school board 
should act without delay, leaving the 
question of finance to be considered aft¬ 
er the health of the school children has 
been cared for. 

TO BOOM NEW ENGLAND. 

Idle Farms to Be Beclaimed and Colo¬ 
nized From the Large Cities. 

New England’s abandoned farms are 
to he reclaimed, restocked and reoperat¬ 
ed on a plan that is primarily philan¬ 
thropic and secondarily commercial. 
The plan is indorsed by John Wana- 
maker, Mrs. Ballington Booth, Nathan¬ 
iel S. Roseman, manager of the Hebrew 
charity -fund, and William R. Sessions, 
secretary of the Massachusetts state 
board of agriculture. 

It is estimated thatmorethan 300,000 
acres of rich fallow land, under culti¬ 
vation 20 years ago, lies idle today in 
the New Ragland states, and it is the 
intention of those who have associated 
themselves together for the purpose to. 
secure by option and by outright pur¬ 
chase all or nearly all this territory and 
to populate it with material drawn 
from the crowded cities. Missionary 
work will be begun in the large cities, 
principally New York and Brooklyn, 
and the assistance of all organizations 
interested in bettering the condition of 
society will be invoked.
